White arsenic is tbe form in which ar- 


•enic is taken by tbe peasants of Styria 
and the Tyrol. Professor SchaH«rK#b«r 
of Gaels: was tbe firnt to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822 to tbe Austrian government oa 
tbe cause ot the numerous deaths fron 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. Ho 
found thut arsenic was kept in most of 
the bouses in upper Styria under tbe 
name of "liydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenrnuch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClngan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward the arsenic enters 
•were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1800 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with tbe object of ward- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ing powers. Owing to tbe fact that the 
sale of arsenic i* illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
•which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenzo, in thnt district 
the arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
cup of coffee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until it some- 
times amounts ,to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He found that the nr- 
sonic eaters were usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. They have 
a very fresh, youthful appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 


After tbe first dose the usual symptoms 


of slight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear ou continuing 
thp treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Salzberg it is 


stilted that workmen who are not arsenic 
outers soon succumb to the fumes. Th* 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Ileise that he had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before taking up bin 
position. 
He considered thnt no one 


bhonld begin tho practice before 12 years 
old nor after 150 nud that Su any case aft- 
er f>U years of age the daily dose should 
be gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden (k'ath would ensue. 
If a con 


firmed arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, he irn- 
meilintel.v succumbs to the effects of ar- 
Kcnic poisoning. The only wuy to obviate 
this is gradually to acclimatize tliu sys- 
tem by reducing the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative properties of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that when the graveyards in 
upper Styria are opened the bodies of th* 
nrscnic eaters *,m be distinguished by 
their almost pot fee t state of pieservation, 
diir- to the gradually accumulated arsonic. 
—Sciuucu Gossip.

Tiie notion that the camera cannot lie 


has become one of the few fixed tenets 
of popular belief; but, while this opinion 
Is true in the strictest interpretation of 
the phrase, yet the man behind the lens 
or he who has charge of the developing 
process can so manipulate the unsuspect- 
ing instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
with the sense of perception it would 
never recognize its own handiwork. 


Of late years trick photography and 


fake photographs have become distinct 
features of the photographer's art, and 
effects are easily produced which belie 
the subjects at which the camera is aim- 
ed. But' the question naturally arises, 
How can this bo done when the camera 


s to record the impression of things as 


they are? It is by juggling with the per- 
spective or by simple mechanism only 
that these apparent phenomena in the 
i>h.>tographic line are* produced.

A CUBAN OUTPOURING. 


Demonstration In Havana In 


Honor of American Rule. 


THE GOVEENOE GENEEAL THANKED 


'loner Commercial and Political Ue- 
latlonu AVlik Thin Government Are 
Euriiently Desired—Urge Adoption 
of Reciprocity Policy. 
Havana. Oct. 4.—A demonstration 


•which took place yesterday in honor ot 
the United States government and its 
administration of Cuba was a signal 
event in Cuban history. The object was 
to emphasize the appreciation of com- 
mercial Cuba toward the government 
of intervention. 


Havana has seldom known such an 


enthusiastic day, uud simultaneously 
all of the principal towns of the island 
celebrated. Every commercial organi- 
sation from Cape Antonio to Cape May- 
si participated, representing millions of 
dollars. 


The Havana demonstration was par- 


dcularly notable on account of the elab- 
orate displays throughout the city. The 
day was observed as a holiday, and civ- 
ic officials, together with commercial 
organizations, marched to the palace. 
The procession was headed by Mayor 
Geuer, 1'resldeut Gainba of the cham- 
ber of commerce and officials of other 
commercial bodies. 


They presented to Governor General 


Wood in the presence of thousands of 
spectators an expression of thanks for 
his efforts toward relieving the liuan- 
cial conditions in Cuba by urging the 
government of the United States to 
adopt a reciprocity policy. 


General Wood'H Assurances. 


They also presented a petition ro 


questing further efforts toward the re 
ductiou of the t-.triD: oil sugur, tobacco, 
alcohol and other important Cubau 
products. 


lu reply (Jeiiertil Wood promised to 


continue efforts in this direction, assur- 
ing the people of Cuba that their inter- 
ests were in his heart. General Wood's 
response created a most favorable im- 
pression, and fruitful results are ex- 
pected. While the demonstration was 
primarily designed I»y commercial bod- 
ies, many political organizations partic- 
ipated, including the ultra Cuban ele- 
ment headed by Juau Gualberto Oo- 
uiux. This proved a beusuiioiuil sur- 
prise. 


One hundred thousand persons partic- 


ipated lu the demonstration either as 
spectators or paraders. The political 
significance was marked. It was appar- 
ent t thnt all commercial interests are 
bent on quickly bringing about closer 
commercial and political relations with 
the United States. It was the lirst 
unanimous demonstration of all ele- 
ments in Cuba of appreciation for the 
•work of intervention.

rantula Hawk and tue Road Ran- 
ner—Worrying a Rattler. 
There's ;:}enty of life oa the desert- 


not crowds of human Insects, rushing 
and tearing about like crazy ants and 
keeping up a din day and nigbt that is 
enough to drive the whole world uiad, 
but interesting, sensible, natural life, 
full of comedy, tragedy and even humor. 
If you feel -lonesome, you can find com- 
pany anywhere by turning up a rock 
or lookiuK under the sagebrush. There's 
no lack of ingenious, curious little crea- 
tures whose ways are worth studying. 


Take the tarantula hawk,, for example. 


That's an Insect built something like a 
wasp, or perhaps more like a "'devil's 
darning ueetlks" and it flies about look- 
ing foi- tarantulas just es the hawk soars 
about keeping his eye peeled for gophers 
and such provender. 
When the hawk 


sees u tarantula, he goes for the big spi- 
der, swoops down upou him, stings him 
uud gets away like a flash. Tho tarantu- 
la knows that his only show is to get un- 
der cover, anil he legs it lor home in 
frantic haste. It's fuu to suo the big, 
hairy legged bully duck his Lead aud 
paddle off through tho sand. 


If the turiiutulu is ueur his house, he 


may itscupu by getting to it, tumbling iu 
heuti tirst uud shutting the door tight, 
but he's got to hustle for it, because 
little .Tuck the Giant Killer is n bustler 
himself ami keeps jabbing away at every 
jump. If tne hairy ogre gets caught out 
u great way from his castle, his uame is 
Dcunis, anil he Knows it. Ho Hops over 
upon his back to make a tight. aud if he 
could get hold of the hawk iu that posi- 
tion he would make short work ot! the 
little chop, but iho hawk sees the trick 
and just keeps sailing around :uiJ watch- 
ins for an opening, and when he catches 
the spider olf his guard he dart 
1* in, bits 


him u lick and Kcts away like a flash. 


Sometimes the Lawk will pretend to 


quit and fly away, but the instant tho 
tarantula is on his feet anil scooting for 
shelttir whiz! comes the hawk like a 
bullet and socks it to him in the back of 
the head. A few stings like that <lo up 
the tarantula, lie seems to become iVr/.zy 
from the poison, staggers a few stops and 
collapses iu a hairy heap. His legs twitch 
u few limes, and that is the end of liis 
marvelous career. 


I've been calling the hawk "he" all 


along, but it isn't that kind of a bird. 
The tarantula Nemesis is the female 
hawk, so far as I can judge, because aft- 
er the spider is knocked out the hawk 
proceeds to deposit egKS iu the remains, 
ami 1 suppose the eutfs are batched by 
the heat ot decomposition. Possibly the 
purpose of laying cKgs iu a ilefini'-t ta- 
rantula is to provide the young hawks 
with grub at the threshold of life, so to 
speak. 
Whatever the scheme limy bo. it 


is death to the tarantula, and for that 
reason nobody over harms u tarantula 
hawk. The in&oct's stiiiK is said to lie. 
poisonous to iiu'ii, but 1 never knew one 
to stiii;: a men. 


Then there is tile road runner, u joy- 


ous, buciable little fellow, vrhose IIIIM- 
nehs in life is worrying rattlesnakes to 
death. The road runner i.-J a bird some- 
what larger than a blue jay, with a saucy 
topknot and a still saucier tail about a 
foot in length, 
lie runs us fast us tt 


horse ordinarily travels, aud if he once 
(jets into the road ahead ot a horseman 
he will raeo along for hours and can't 
be driven out of the road. 
He could 


skip aside aud jtet out of the way if un- 
wanted to, but bo seems to think that it 
is his mission iu life to keep just ahead 
of that horse, ami nothing can divert him 
from that occupation. 
lie is not iu the least alarmed, and

with spines as sharp as needles and 


almost as hard, which he dropped close 
to tbe reptile. 


The road runner was as busy as the 


old boy in n gale of wind, and in a few 
minutes lie had piled a regular little 
corral or cactus spines all around the 
rattlesnake. Then the pair of them be- 
gan to tantalize the snake, and Hying at 
him they provoked him into striking at 
them, with results disastrous to himself, 
for every time he launched out he bit 
into the cactus and got stuck full of the 
bpincs.
